conſultation at Yzexxa, with which. he 
madean end of that weeke the Mun- 
day morning after, himſelfe with his 
Empreſſe and the Princes his children, was at the 
Anniuerſary or yearcly Feftiuall of the Patron of 
the Frier Augaſtines order, which was performed in 
their owne Church.

Whereas there hath beenc kri&-order and pro- 
claration of. late in the Emperours. dominians a-« 
gainſtrhefe of the Proteſtant Religion, the ſame 
proſecution of. them yer continues, - inſomuch as 
no Proteſtant niay henceforth be permitted to 
make purchaſeot any honſes, lands or inheritan- 
ces withinany part of the Imperiall territorics:nor 
may they hereafter be ſuffered ro-keepe any armes 
for wax,cither offenſtue or defenftue;in any of their 
houſes. And laſtly within a preſcribed:time,they arg 
commanded generally toauoiderhe land. By this 
paſſage which hath beene ſome months 4n bringing 
about; it appears.that-the leſuites periwaſions haue 
not taken any vniuerſall cfte(if any at all)vpon the 
Proteſtants in thoſe parts, who having for the ho- 
nor andſanCtity of their order, & to ſhew.the world 


withall,how God would blefle their, vndertaking;

ſome yeareropetherormore, perſiſted in acourſe. 
ofwinning the Proteſtants by faire meanes rather, 


' then of dragging and enforcing them to the Ro- 


miſhReligion :but they are now.it ſeemes ſo much 


diſcouraged from effeCting any thing that, way, as 


that they hauc'ginen it-oucr vnto-the temporall 
Magiſtrate, to gee the ordinary way of,perſeeution 
againſt them, Their beſt motine(whizh they ar this 
day alſo pur: in practiſe.in Fezdlebergh and other 
places of the Palatinate) was this: namely, .to take 
vpon them either thecures, of at leaft the paines to 
reade Service , and officiate in the publick Chur- 
ches, after the manner of thatLyturgic and com- 
mon Prayerbooke oi the Proteſtants , reading the 
Scruice in the mother-tongue, and not in Latine : 
ſinging alſo the Plalmes in the ordinary & allowed 
Church runes together with the Proteſtants, Fi- 
nally, ſo farre did Rowe Giipence with them 5 tha 
they are ſaid to haue left out nothing oof the Prote- 
ftants manner of celebrating tie diuine Sernice,but 
that onely which direQly 8:apparently muſt needs 
oppugne the Romiſh Religion. And this torme 
of proceeging of theirs, leaſt it ſhoutid giue occal!. 
on of ſcandall to the Church of &:##e, or to the 
brethren of that profeſſion, that theſe Teſuits ſhould 
communicate or ioyne with the Hereticks in their 
forme of Diuine Prayer : they auouch rheir fact 
by the example of the Orthodoxe, and true Primi- 
tive Church of Coxſtaxtizople; where the true Chri- 
fans would for the atioyding of the {candall of a 
publique Schiſme, and the.cafterto draw the Ar- 
Fans withall, to thinke better of the Orthadoxe 

A 3 Religion; 
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Religion: openly and ordinarily frequent the ſame 
Churches , and ſing the 'fame Seruice together 
with the Arrians, as is moſt apparent vpon evident- 
record. - Onely the Arrians would fing the Plalmes 
rogetheras the others did, vntill they came to the 
Gloria Pairs , at the*endof euery Palme : which 
Doxologie, making diredtly againſt their blaſphe- 
mous hereſic, they would ſoftly to themſclues ſing 
another way, or leaue outaltogether, . 
Matter of Newes hauing thus brought in this 
mention of Antiquity; wee will returne to our 
former buſineſſe of the Empire. They arc now at 
the Citic of Yzexxs, very buſte vpon their new for- 
tifications , which they ply hard and daily, info- 
muchas two Enfignes or Companies of Souldi- 
ers are commaunded by courſeto labour daily vp- 
on.the workes: as it is written from thence Sep. 


rember 3. afraid they are, or haue becne of ſome 


body ir ſeemes in thoſe parts- | 
And the Sileſtans hauc generally beene com- 
mannded by the Archduke Cbarles of News, to be- 
take them'to their Armes. But as for thoſe of Bo. 
hemia and Morauta , theyare generally faid to be 
more in fearc of the Plague and the Dearth already 
amongſt them, then of any forraigne Encmie be- 
fides. And theſe are the two common obſerued 
Attendantsand followers of the Warres:: ſo that 
theplaguesofthe ſword, the famine, and the pe- 
ſilence, are fellow Confſpirators, as it were, in the 
deſtruction of mankinde. Peftilence and famine 
are in the meane time Bulwarkes fure enough a- 
gainſt a forraigne inuaſion : For what Encmie 
: would 
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wouldtake the paines, runnethe hazard, and bear 
the charges to kill him-to day, who would other- 
wiſedye alone to morrow or aduenture himſelfe 
without triall of bis valour to.dye there, or carric 
away death fro them.to his own companions: with 
this Dearth of Corne andother commodities, goes 
the ſcarcity of monies, and they all cncreaſe roge- 
ther. The ſame meaſure of Corne which was be- 
fore much cheaper,is now ſolde for 18. and Whear 
for 22. Gildors. The Rixe Dollor is from hence- 
forthto goc for g. Gilders, and the Duckat for 15. 
and the prices both of Corne and Coyne, doe riſe 
daily : as 15 written from Prague Sept. 2. 

For the matter of Varres,they goe ſtill forward: 
the Generall ae Mente Nepro, is marcht vp towards 
the frontiers with 21. troupes of Horſc, and 11. 
Companies of Foote, with which hee hath Com- 
miſfhon to lye.in Morawas againſt the rumoured 
Inuafton. Thefe forces were thoſe onely which lay 
about Coningspracts firſt,& at Egra afterwards,in the 
_ open field; tor that the Gariſon Sould ers both in 
tolcoly — Pohermiaand Aorania, arc expreſly mentioned to 
ok Hlyeftill, forthe making good of the Townes, And 

- . What icalouſic { cuer 1» conceined eitheragainſk 
the perſon or Nation of the.General! de Mome Ne- 
gro (an ltalian as we take it) or that the Germanes 
vic to be wary vpon theirentertainment of. Stran- 
gers,in ſuch great and prime places of charge: This 
15 now expreſly written, that the Dutch Colonell 
ralſteyn is followed after Monte Negro as farre as 
the Bohemiſh broda , of purpeſe'to obſerue and 
hauc an eye to his doings.

As for the Count of Colalto, Lieutenant Gene- 
rall to Negro Monte , whom wee heard before to be 
vpon his returne from Ti towards Bohemia; rhat 
courſe of his is (as it ſcemes) once againe counter- 


maunded; and-himſclte with 4000. men, and all 


Ammunition and Baggage (which was brought 
downe in 45. Punts or Rhine Shippes,) arriued at 
Cullep about the ſecond of September. Theſe wee 
now perceiue to bee thoſe many thouſands which 
the Officers of this Army who came before to Cal- 
len, reported to be comming after them, as we told 
you inour laſt Printed, September 17. And they 
are now. ſaid to be marching towards Monficur 
Tihy.. 7 


that for 
toy Penn 
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with the old tewne of Eperics aboue, and tothe north 
oft, asalſo allthat vaſt and goodly traQt of the king- 
dome of H#zgary, which is about & vponthe Nortls 
and Eaft of the great Riuer of Tyſſa,and his branches, 
and ſo onward to Tranſylvania, are all in Bethlem Ga- 
bors poſſeſſion. Now whether that Berhlem Gabors 
Commiſſioners wil come downe to Newerſo/,or that 
the Emperours be to goe further vp to Fperzes, which 
is by the Mountaine Halga, necreto the confines of 
Moravia, Polonia, and Hnngaria, or if they doe meet, 
what will be the iſſue,we canngt tell. To ſuch a pur- 
poſe as a Treaty, the Palatine of H#zgary is alſo ſaid 
to haue ſummoned the Nobility and Gentry of that 
part of Hangary vnder his command , to mcet bim 
the 25 of Aug.atthe towne of Ruſſo on horſ-backe. So. 
is it written from Y7exna, Anu7.30. This Ruſſo is ncer 
vnto Komara, and not farre from the Dapubins. 
What Bethlem Gabor will now doe vpon theſe new 
protees made him by the Emperour we cannot tell: 
at that ſomething is feared ro be done, the Letters 
from Yienna, Ang.23, intimue vnto vs, whereas they 
ſay tnat-the UNCATIANS of Newhiyſel (which towne 
is onthe Emperours fide, and to North of Newer! 
aforeſaid; and nearer Moravia) haue fent for Collo- 
nell Bre/ners Regiment of Dutch Fogr;tolye among 
their owne Horſe. Wee told you allo in qur laft, of 
ſomthing that had been2 done by the Turkes vnder 
Tegerenſdorff and old T harn,againſt a certaine Cafllle, 
wee now alſo heare of 600 Turkes which lay about 
Weiſſenberg who had pillaged all the cattle therabour: 
after which, driving home thcir booty, thoſe of the 
Gariſonin the Fort of Weiſſenberg ſallyed forth with 
B 200 Horſe 
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_ 200 Horſe, purſued the Turkes,oter-tooke them,kild 
18,and recouered the cattle againe. This newes was 
brought to Y;exnaabout the end of Ave. by a Cap- 
taine of Yeſþr12,a5 tis written from Prage, A#ug.30. Be- 
{1des all this,is Bethlem Gabor mentioned allo to beſtil 
ſolliciting of the Turk for more aid, but how the con- 
dition of the times in the TurkiſhEmpire arelikely to 
{ort with Berhlem Gabors requeſt, we cannot yet tell ; 
for that they write from Yerzce, Sept, 1, how that the 
Letters of Conſtantinople reported of Eſdrun Baſſa 
now vp in rebellion, and with a mighty army on foot 
within 20 dayes march of Conftantinople : and thar 
Ben Cicola had beene already ſent out to encounter 
him with an Army of 30000 Ianifarics, and as many 
Spachi. The truth with the euent of this wee muſt ex- 
pet. The great Turke hath in the meane time writ- 
ten to Bethlem Gabor. - 

As for that mighty rabble of Tartars, which had 
done ſo much rauage and fpoile in Polonia, (of which 
we told you in ourlaft) wee fince heare of a certaine, 
that they are retyred out of Poland: but vpon what 
cerms,whither, or by whoſe direQions,we heare not: 
this onely we finde related from Yiemna, Ane.30. 

As for other bulinefle of the Empereur with other 
Princes, this we heare, Thar there is atthis preſent a 
Treaty in hand between his Maieſty and the Duke of 
Bavaria, concerning the eftating of the vpper Palari- 
zate, together with the E'e&orate, by way of perpe- 
ruall inheritance vpon him. * In the lower Palatinate 
there 15Allo treating,and.ſome the, Emperour purpo- 

ſeth to haueto hold of himſelfe.- The Popercquires 
_ thereſtitution ofall the Church lands and 4 4 
ot 
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both Palatinates. The B.Eleor of Mentz puts in for 
drhe Berghftrans, which he claimes as far as an old rui- 
nous houſe of Religien,on the top of the mountaine_ 
euen a mile or two of the very gates of Heidlebergh it 
ſelfe, which he claimes to haue of old belonged vnto 
his Ele&orate,notwithſtanding that rhe Princes Ele- 
Rers Palatines, hauc for ſome hundreds of ycares,8&: 
for 8 org deſcents ſucceſſtuely held in free and quier 
poſſeſlion. The Biſhops of Wartzbure, Spyers, Falda, 
and Wormes, doe alſo put in for their feucrall ſhares, 
The iſſue time will ſhew. - 

Thoſe of the Palatizatein the meane time who out 
of a voluntary feare haue fled their country with their 
beſt moueables , during theſe laſt warres, are now by 
publike Proclamation affixed in every marker rowne, 
commanded home againe vpon proiniſe of free par- 
don for ail former offences. They that will notretucn 
are'to haue whatſocuter is left behind,fold by portſale 
by ſound of Trumpet, as goods confiſcate to the 
Emperor. There is alſo a reformation of Religion be- 
gun in the vpper Palatinate. 

The Duke of Bauaria, though hee entoyes not his 
health alrogether,is ſaid to leauy fouldiers apace,and 
ro treat fora perpetuity, as you heard before, His 
great Chamberlaine ariuved at 77emna by water about 
the laſt of A»g. hee was ſaid ro have had ſome ſpeect 
by the way,with the Gouecrnor of Yieana,aiter which 
he went to the Emperor at Everſdorf :; what his Ar- 
rand is we yet know not. This is written from 7 7e#na 
Septemp. 3. | 

Other bulineſſe of a like nature are theſe of the 


- Landrgrauc of Darmſtadt, vato whom the Emperor 
Bz hath 
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hath about Ae. 23 giuen the lands of the great Ste- 
ward of the Palatinate, the old and good Count of * 

. Solmes, lately deceaſed ar the Hage : the Landgraue 
hath hereupon taken the oath & homage ofthe peo- 
ple of thoſe Manors & Inheritances.This Landgraue 
Logowick hath alſo taken to himſelfe the Lands of the 
Count of Lewixſtein,whichlay about Ymftat &thoſe 
places in the Foreſt of 0ttezwaldt onthe North-eaſt 
{tde ofthe Palatizate,toward Franckford,vpon Main, 
and hard by Darmſtadt it ſelfe. Both thelereports are 
written from Franckford, Ag. 3 ts 

The Landtgraue cMaxrice of Heſſen, hath in the 
meane time ſo þrouided,as that he hath aboue 1e000 
men already in armes, for the keeping of his owne 
frontiers. Seme Forces of Denmarke and Brunſwicke-. 
land are allo ſaid to be ioyn'd with them.Of which we 
ſhallrell you more particulars in our next. 

The Duke Ele&or of Saxony is alſo ſaid ro arme 
apacethe Imperiall City of Norimberg in the vpper 
Palatinate,and begins (vpon what confidence I know 
not).to caft and diſmiſſe the moſt of their ſouldiers, 
which they haue beene at great charges to maintaine 
during theſe laſt wars. The Princes of the Lower Saxo- 

- ay do ſtill continue their leauies, purpoſing to raiſe 
20000 men more to thoſe that they haue already in 
armes. Of which Army of theirs this is written from 
the Leaguer or camp of the Lower Saxony, Aug.2 4. 
Our Army is now marching into the Ficld, with a 
purpoſe to take vp the paſſages, and fortifie the town 
of Rentelin, and orhers vpon the Riuer of Weſer and 
Klb,for feare left ſome vnbidden gueſts ſhould come - 


and take vp their wintering places,and neſile in thoſe 
parts,

parts. The King of Denmarke hath ſentvs 3006.menz 
and the Princes of our owne Circuit of Saxoxy are 
vpon tearmes of raiſing 20000 more. For the pay- 
ment of which Forces, there is a taxation layd vpon 
the whole Country,by the Poll : a man is to pay one 
Rixedoller for his own head;a woman halfe ſo much; 
and a child the third part of a Rixedoller.This is writ 
from, Fraxckford Aug. 31. according to our Style. 
Thus farre the Letters : By which their former reſo- 
lution fil! appeareth, ro keepe out all other armies 
but their owne. 

We arc now inorder gotten to the Count of Tilly, 
whom we left in our laſt, vpon his redions and circu- 
lar march, through che land of 0/denburgh, to follow 
the Count of Harnsfield. Of which they write from 
Monſ:Tillyes own Campe,which that day was at Breſ- 
bergh, Aug.25. Weare now lying vpon the fronti- 
ers of Eaſt-Frie7land, whither we have gotren at laft 
with much adoe: Our Generall is marching apace on 
before with toure Regiments of horſe, ro goe after 
M ansfield,of whom we euery day heare many ftrange 
and contrary reports, ſo that wee know not what to 
beleeuc ofhim : Some ſay that his army mutines, e- 
thers tell of variety of his rumbers, others that he is 
now in this place, and nowin that; howſoever, our

Generall will himizlffe goe and viſit him. Thus farre 
the Letters. ; 
Theſe foure Regiments which theſe Letters of the 
25.0f Aug relateto be marching before;where thoſe 
perchance which were told you in our laft, to have 
paſſed the towne of 0/denbxrghthe next day after the 
date of theſc Letters : and vpon what tcarmes ſocucr

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itwere that Tilly paſſed his troopes through 0/dep- 


burgh ;this is ncuerthelefſe wricten from thoſe parts, 


that the Count of 01/de;h1r7h himfcite doth raiſe 


forces for the keeping off ot Tillyes ſouldiers from 


pillaging his country. 


OF the further proceeding of Mozſ: Till, heare 


what they write from Cloppenburegb, (not farre ſhort 
of 0ldenbuzgh) Aug. 27. The forepart of our army 
is now paſt 0/denburgh foare Dutch miles, and within 
fixe miles of Bremez: Mansfield bauing notice by his 
e{pyals of our approach,preſently marcht off andre- 
tired himſelfe our of his ſtrengths, making vs beleeue 
that hee would altogether withdraw himſclte out of 
the confines of Eaſt-Frie7/azd:But preſently afterwe 
found him ſetled in a better and a ſtronger Quarter. 

The 24 of Auguft, vpon the way as we were mar- 


ching towards him, wee heard his Cannon goe off 


amaine, which much amuſed vs, and put vs alittle to 
a ſtand,not knowing the reaſon of it at the firſt : But 
going on afterwards, wee heard by the Beers ofthe 
Country that Mansfield did at the very ſame inſtant 
remouec with that part of his Army which was next 


ro vs :by which we after {ſuſpeed the plot; namely, 


that this diſcharging of h1s Cannon when as hee had 
no Enemy neer to diſc:arge ir vpon, was beſides the 
bravery ef it,a deuice mcerly to amuſe vs a while,and 
ſs in the meane time a1d rhis wily enemy gaine ſome 
time vpon vs to retire off with more order, and leſle 
ſhew of feare or flight, 

Inthe towne ot Cloppenburg. Mansfield had beene 
beforc vs, for part ofhis Army had held their winter 
leager in that Cicie, here he left the Caſile ey 
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ed & burnt to the ground: and the plapne heres 
apon following this Summer in the rowne, we were 
forced to take vp our lodging in the open fields: the 
ſame were wc pur vnto in diuers other places, where 
he left vs lictle orno ſhelter to quarter in;ſo that ey- 
ther we muſt lye abroad in thoſe fenniſh Countryes 


_ or elspiue him time and leaucto fortifie himſelfe the 


better againſt our comming, by reaſon that we were 
forced to go much out ofthe way for commoditic of 
prouifions and quartering; ſo that our follewing of 
him,hath beene the worſt part of ail this Summers 
Expedition: nor can we yettell how to ger: at him 
or to fight with him burvpon infinite diſaduantages: 


to this puppoſe the former Letters. 


After this we heard againe, that by the latter end 
of Auguft, c1:T ity was gotten vp within ſome 10 
or 12 Engliſh miles of ſome part of C. Mansfields 
quarters; where for the time he was faineto ſtay; 
for that Mazsfie/dhauving by his late retyring neerer 
to the towne of Embaen, {et himiclfe downe betwixt 
the ſluices and therowne, hadlet goe the {luices and 
layd the Countrie for 2 or 3 miles together betwixt 
him and Ti/hes army,quite vnder watcr; whereupon 
Mounſ: Tilly muſt be forced either tolye ſtill rhere, 
orels to fetch a compaſſe about once againe; whicly 
when he hath done, Count MHarsfield hath more 
ſluices yet talet out vpon him; by which meancs he 
can both keepe Tilly from comming too faſt vpon 
his owne Army,and alſo frm approaching the town 
of Embden, being at this preſent ina commotion 
which opportunitie Ti/ly would faine rake, to thruſt 
a gariſon ofthe Emperouts in amongR them, 


The 
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The Count of Mays5field haning the benefit of theſe 
adnantages is ſaid nor much to ſtand in aweof Moxſ: 
Tillies nighty Forces. And hath in the mean time vr- 
ecrly (as tis thought) broken his defigne fer the taking 
in of the Hanſced townes of Embaden and Stoad, both 
which being moſt excellent Ports, and moſt firto 
land an army to goe any way either into the Low- 
Countries,the lower Saxo2y Circle,the King of Derx- 
warkes lands, or into divers other of thoſe Hanſed 
rownes thereabouts; it was Horſe: Tillyes chiefe de. 
figne to hauetaken them in : which purpoſe of his, 
Count Mansfield hath by this meanes for this time 
croſſed. For by this time had the Count Erzeſ of 
Naſſaw leiſure and opportunity both to gatiſon the 
Fort of Bo#rtange, &to bring thoſe troops fro Weſt- 
Friezlayd, which hee landed at the Ile of Neſſerland, 
(which in ourlaſt booke is falſly printed Netherland) 
andthe Count going into the town, although he was 
at firſt denyed to enter thoſe new Companies, yct 
thoſe that were for the Emperour perceiving what a- 
doe Tilly ſhould have to apprech them: 8&rhat Manſ- 
field by land, and the States ſhips by ſea.mightmuch 
ſpoile the towne before 77ly could come into the re- 
ſcue, they are ſaid to haue conſented perforce to the 
letting in of theſe new companies of C. Erneſt, which 
lay yet at Neſſerlazd: which acceptance of theirs, wee 
in our laſt left altogether doubrfull, bur can now re- 
port it fromtheir hands who were all the time of this 
vyproare in the towne of Exzbaenit ſelie: namely, that 
after the States ſhips, ypon Graue Ervefts ſignifying = 
the denyall he had to enter, had made 4 or 5 ſhots ar 
the towne,they came to aparlee, admitting their ga- 
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The States had before this time ſome fewe companies 
in the towne of Ewbaey ; but theſe Neitherland garriſon- 
fouldiers had beene often times difarmed by the Emde. 
ners, and ſo made vnlerniceable, The Cttizens likewiſe 
baue ſtilt had ſome frxe Companies of their owne ſouldi- 
ers in Ganiſon amongſt them, So that thoſe 620 with 
the old and new Companies of the States fonldiers, will 
very well be able (if the rowne continues conſtant and 
true to them) to keepe our Monſeure Ties great and 
numerous Army. For the Hollanders are Maſters of the 
Sea, able atall times to blocke vp the Hauen and Riuer ; 
and the Towne itſelte js very ſtrong, as being both dou- 
ble ditched and double walled, exceeding well fortified 
and prouided, and hauing fjxe-ſcore faire peeces of Can- 
non continually mounted vpon their walls. So that the 
rowne being thus well prouided for, The States ſhips 
who made theſe foure ſhots ar the towne, hauing firſt 
victualled Count Mansfeld, ſhall if occaſion ferues, ſtill 
| waitvpon him to bring him away by Sea into the Low- 
Countries. 

Count Mazxsfeld tor the preſent. is faid to be Maſter 
of the Caſtle of Emdez, which he makes his Treaſurie 
or Exchequer, as being ſayd to have 12 Tunne of gould 
of his owne priuate ftore in that Caſtle, and ail thc beſt 
part of his other goods beſides ; He hath alſo buitt two 
- ſhips of his owne which lye in the River of Embs, he 
hath alſo divers ſmaller Punts, or Barges of leffer bot- 
tomes. And whereas we in ſome former bookes, gaue 
you the report of the Emdeners feaſing of his two 
ſhips /and treaſure in them ; it was in parrt itue allo : the 
miſprifion lying only in: this, that Count Mansfield 
had two new ſhips, and the Emideners Jayd hold vp- 
on ſome fourc or fiue of his boates that were going to 
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his ſhips : Bur he preſently hereupon drawing ſore of 
his forces towards the towne, demanded reſtitution of 
his goods, and had it : and this might alfo raiſe the re- 
port of his beſicging of the towne. 

During theſe troubles and Ties approach, Mansfield 
is not ſayd to haue drawne his whole Army into one 
Campe, neuer the more for the neerenefle of the enemy, 
but his forces lay diſperſed abroade ſome 14 or 15 miles, 
in the Townes and Dorpes round about Zmden; himſelfe 
was then in perſon at Lier, a pretty Dorpe or Village 
within three miles of Emzden towne z In which Dorpe, as 
alſo inall the other places where his ſouldiers lye quar- 
tered, the plague is at this inſtant ſomething rife ; (this 
plague being one of the reaſons of their lying ſo ſeuerall 
and diſperſed) and yer neuerthelefſe was Count A1ans- 

Feld himſelfe ſayd to haue gone feareleſly vp and downe 
from place to place where the plague was rifeſt, doing the 
office of a carefull Generall, wherefocuer he came. 

An appearance there had alſo beene about the end of 
Anzeft, that he would (as Monſter Ti himfelfe was alfo 
fayd to haue belicued) haue leir the Country of Eaſt- 
Friez/tad , and marched away by Groeniagenland ; to 
make which ſuſpitionthe more probable, he was ſaid to 
nauc ſent two gallant troupes of horſe to keepe the pai- 
fages, by which ke gaue our that he purpoled to march : 
whereipon fo greata hurry be-fell amongſt the Country 
people of the Land of Groeningen, that the Boers did by 
hundreds of Wagons together conueigh their goods in- 
to the towne of Greeninzen:: but Count ifansfieid once 
againe dccetued them very honeſtly, and gaue them cauſe 
to thanke him for decejuing of them; for his ſetting ſill 
made ir afterward appeare that he meant no moxe by that 
denice, then {o toamare both friend and toc, that they 

| ſhould 
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ſhould not know where to finde him, As alittle before 
that, and cuen at the very ſame time when as the States 
Ambaſſdor in Fraxce being affifted likewiſe by the Am- 
baſſadors of Sausy and Pexice, was ſoliciting the French 
King to augment his yearely allowance and penfion of 
three ſcore thouſand Crownes a yeare, to an hundred 
thouſand , cuen then and at the ſelfe-ſame time did he 
ſend his owne Secretary vnto Bruſſels, there to treat with 
the Arch-duches 1»fants : which policie of his, is ſince 
knowne, and might well ſerue to draw the French King 
to be the willinger, and the Ambaſſadours to folicite the 
earnefter, for the encreaſe of that annuitie, leſt he mighr 
otherwiſe compound or make his peace with the Arch- 
duches and the Emperour. 

And theſe ſtratagems and policies he ſo often makes 
vſe of, and hath ſuch probable varicties of them, thar ir 

2 may be Count Meansfields CharaCter ; that though him- 
ſelfe be conſtant to his friends and his owneends, yet, 
that neither friendnor foe can wel know what ward he lies 
ar. The States Ambaſſadour is withall very earneſtly ſolt- 
citing the French king, fora preſent payment of 200000 
Crownes, a ſumme expected euer ſince the firſt newes of 
the defeate of the Duke of Brax/ſwicke,and this they haue 
good hope to obtaine very ſpeedily : this is written from 
Parts, Septemb.4. 

Concerning the Leager of the States, it is for ought 
wee heare, much at the ſame paſſe it was when we Jaſt 
left it : Thats; ſome part of it at Rees, ſome at Emmerick, 
ſome at Shiwck(coxce, and ſome at Arahem ; nor doe we 
heare of any great defigue which they hauc in hand there- 

= abours. x 

As for the Marquis Sprinola, he is himfeite againe at 

Bruſſels in perſon, and the moſt part of his Army ſtill in 
C 3 their 
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their Garriſons, nor are they perchance to be drawne in- 
to the field this Summer. Only Henry Yandenbers (who 
being reported to be dead, is naw againe recovered) 
the Goucrnour of Maeſtritcht & Don Gonzales de Cor- 
dows, are knowne to bee in the field , about the place 
of the old Leager, or not very farre one from ano- 

ther, | 
That which makes the noylfe at this preſent only, is 
the ſiege of the! Towne of 779peſtat ; which isa Towne 
left in the States hands in depoſiro (as we take it) after 
that controuerſie betwixt the Marqueſſe of Brandenburg 
and the Duke of Nebargh , for the deceaſed Duke of 
Clatlands inheritance. It lies vpon the River of Lippe, 
about the lands of 2farck and Ham and Berg, betwit weſt- 
phalia and Munſterlond. Of which deſigne, this is writ- 
ren from the land of March, Septemb. 9. as followeth; 
The laſt VWedneſday was the Count of Emaen his bro- 
ther, made Generall for the vndertaking of the ſiege of | 
Litp:ſtas ; who together with the Count of Ritbers 
(which two Counts, were at that Counſell of warre held 
by Monficur Tilly awhile ſince, and fee heere the ifſte of 
it.) Theſe rwo Counts led along with them the foureRe- 
giments, of Emrden, of the walions, of the Duke of New- 
bu#:h, and of the Count of 1ſexbare, with theſe forces 
aduancing forwards, they o1d notat firſt make their ap- 
proches too haſtily againſt the Towne, for feare of the 
Cannon from the walles ; but ſtayd themſclues a while, 
to be ſupplyed of fome Regiments of horſe, which were 
preſently ſent vnto them from Dow Cordoua Grane Henry 
Yandeaberg, and Den Philippo. Theſe forces horſe and 
foot, are held ſuſhcient by the vadertakers, to aſſiege the 
Towne in foure ſenerall quarters, all at once. - Meane 
while that theſe troupes goe forward-with the fiege of 
the 
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the Towne, hath Doz Cordonue form'd a Campe by Doy- 
flen in the Champion Country, thereabonts where the 
blacke Stone is (Schwartzexſtera the Duche cals it,) His 
intent of encamping thereabouts, is to lyc juſt in the way 
by which the States forces ſhould come to relieue the 
Towne; Graue Heary Vandenberg lies alſo not farre off, 
but ſo neere to Dov Cordoua, that their forces may vpon 
all occaſions ſecond and ſuccour one another. 

As for the Towne it felfe, itis to fay, the troth confef 
ſed by the enemy himſelte, that he had very ſure incelli- 
gence before he went aboutit, that it was none of the beſt 
prouided. Artillery they haue good and ſufficient ; bur 
their want is of bodies to man their walles, and ſo many 
workes as are likely to be battered or aſſaulted in ſo ma- 
ny places at once; the enemiz himſelfe reports but of {ixe 
hundred menin the Towne, whom they hold but a few, 
and too weake indeede, to make good theplace againſt 
cight.or tenne thouſand aflaylants z So that they neuer 
looked for any hard ſeruice or long fiege of it, but expe- 
Qed the rendry euery day ; and whether they haue car- 
ryed the Towne orno, which they thus tooke vaprout- 
ded. we haue not yet heard of,

fore of that nationall Synode of the Proteſtants at 
Charenton which we laſt told you of ; we haue here recei- 
ued as foiloweth. Monſter Durs#d, Minifter of ther 
Churchat Pars is Preſident. Monſter Bayfze,' Miniſter 
of Lyors is Adioynt : and Moniter Galland, Aduocat: of 
the Parliament, is Commiſſioner for the King, who this 
yearg publiſhed an Edit, That no {ich aflembly ſhould 
be holdenby the Pcoteſtants, withour ſome officer othis 
GC 3 Maicſtics 
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Maiefties 4ppointment,to be there preſent ; who is to ſee 
that no bufinefle forbidden, or not meerely concerning 
eheir Profeſhon and Church , ſhould there be hand- 
fed by them. Vpon the Ouertureand motion of the Sy- 
aode, they ſent Monſier Meftriſhat another Miniſter of 
Peri,and Monſier Chambrun of Orange with ſome others, 
ro preſent their duty and feruice to the King, with moſt 
humble thankes for the peace, and gracious viage recei- 
ned. This meſſage the King haujng recetned with many 
expreſſions of much tendernefle and Ioyzthey tooke teaue 
to intreate his Maiefty, That Miniſters ſtrangers might 
continue in their Fun&ions and Churches as they haue 
done heretofore : which the King allowed of, for ſuch as 
were already admitted and reſiding in Fraxce, but not 
for others that might come hereafter, Vhereupon the 
che Proteſtants alledging, that the Scottiſh Nation was 
by ancient allyance to be naturalliced ; they were anſwe- 
red, That this concerned only the Scotch Guards,Know- 
ing alſo that the King had beene made belecue , That 
the Oath for approbation of the Synode of Dore had 
becne taken by them in their laſt Nationall Synode ar 
Alez 1620, was not ſomuch a Copforming of Confeſ5rons, 
as a Myſtical Conſpiracie in State ; they tooke occaſion to 
ſhew the ſinceritic and neceſhtie of that aftion;and there- 
by fo fully iuſtified themſelues, as that his Maieſtic and 
thoſe alſo who had eſpecially traduced them for ir, ſce- 
med fatisfied, After which being diſmiſſed with moſt 
gracious termes from his Maieſtic : Monſter D' Herbant, 
one of the Secretaries of State was ſent-in his Maieſtics 
name vnto their lodgings, tecertifie. them, and by them 
the Synode, of his good and fauourable: diſpokition to- 
wards them ; which giues them content and hope, that 
the conditions of peace (hitherto nor altogether perfor- 
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wed towards them) ſhould be effe&ed : For the foryof 
Rochel is not yet demoliſhed, 3ſoptpellier (miſtaken in our 
laſt,and printed. . Monanbey) much troubled with a garri- 
| of, and Monfier 4e Rohan vnſatisfied in his particular ; - 


all which they now hope ſhall be well amended,

V Hereas all true Engliſh Subie&ts that wiſh well to 
the Proteftant Religion, their King and Coeuntric,

Princes moſt wiſhed returne ; They may now pleaſe to yn. 
derſtand, That Prince Charles, Prince of Walss, did about 
the firſt of our Seprember take his leaue of eXaarid in Sparne, 
goingthe molt conuentent way from thence towards the pott 
of Saint Anderas, Being come ten daies onwards of his lor - 
ney towards the Sea-fide, his Highnefle was pleaſed to dif- 
patch a Gentleman of his traine, Mr.S. D. (whohad waiteg 
vpon him thoſe firſt ten daies Tourney with Letters into Eng- 
land vnto the*'King his Father : which Meſlage the Gentle- 
man with-ſo much faithfulneſſe and ſpeede performed, thar 
about twelue daics aiter his departing from the Prince (thar 
is vpon Tueſday Morning, September 2 3) he arriued here in 
London, With the moſt jtoyfullnewes ot our Princes being fo 
tare 
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farre forth already vpon his Iorney; His Highnefle the Prince 
at the inſtant of this Gentlemans parting from him, was 
within a day and a halfes Tourney of S. Anderas, where he 
purpoſed'by the Grace of God immediatly to imbarke him- 
felte for England. The ſhippes that went to waite vponhis 
Highnefle , were by the blefling -of God fately arrmed ar 
that Port, ſome dayes before his comming thither ; And we 
haue heard it reported here in London, that a ſhip of Barre. 
ftaple came from thence three dayes after the arriualltf the 
Engliſh Fleete vpon the Coaſt of Spaire, His Highnefle the 
Prznce expe&ed no other,but to goc aboard abonr Fryday laſt 
was a ſeuen-night which was the'1 2.-of Septemwver, So that, 
if alltrue hearted Engliſh-men, will but pray to God to ſend 
their Prince a faire winde,we may be ſo happy as within theſe 
few dayes, to make boon-fiers for his Landing.
